On Venus Life 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Mari­ 
ner 2 cruised into eternity at 
more than 85,000 mUes-an-hour to­ 
day leaving man with his first 
exciting closeup look at lovely 
and mysterious Venus. 
Mariner's great moment came 
Friday afternoon when it flashed 
past earth’s nearest planetary 
neighbor. For 42 minutes it made 
electronic soundings that should 
establish once and for aU wheth­ 
er Venus is a dead or a possibly 
living world. 
It wiU take earth scientists 
months of hard work to decipher 
aU that this 447-pound spacecraft 
found out in its 109-day voyage to 
Venus' backyard. 
James E. Webb, director of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA), said that 
what Mariner discovered between 
155 p.m. and 2:37 p.m. EST Fri­ 
day may add more "to man’s 
Knowledge of the planet Venus 
lhan has been gained in ail the 
housands of years of recorded 
History."

session at NASA headquarters as 
the spacecraft was achieving the 
Venus encounter" that climaxed 
its mission in space.

Homes Hit 
In North 
Hollywood 


NORTH 
HOLLYWOOD, 
Calif., (UPI) — A Flying 
Tiger Line four-engine Con­ 
stellation freighter swoop­ 
ing in low for an instru­ 
ment landing in dense fog 
crashed last night in a 
heavily populated resident­ 
ial district. 


A housewife was watching tele­ 
vision when a Flying Tiger Line 
four - engine Constellation air 
freighter crashed Friday night, 
killing at least nine persons and 
injuring several others. The cor­ 
oner’s office saki nine bodies 
have 
been 
recovered, 
includ­ 
ing all four men aboard the 
plane. 


At least 12 buildings were ret 
afire. 


Thousands of curious specta­ 
tors jammed the area, hamper­ 
ing and confusing efforts of fire­ 
men, police and ambulance at­ 
tendants. A 20-block area around 
the crash scene was blacked out 
when power lines were c u t by 
the plane. Debris was scattered 
along an area 1,000 feet long and 
200 feet wide. 
A Flying Tiger spokesman said 
the Constellation carried a crew 
of three, one passenger and 40,- 
000 pounds of "miscellaneous car­ 
go." 
It was the fourth crash involv­ 
ing the air line in the past 12 
months. The previous three re­ 
sulted in 136 deaths. 
In Friday night's crash, a Fire 
Department spokesman said the 
incoming plane lopped off a piece 
from a billboard before hitting 
the ground. If it weren’t for the 
billboard, the spokesman said it 
was certain the plane would have 
traveled farther and hit a 30-unit 
apartment building w h i c h has 
some 140 persons living there. 
Paul St. Clair, attendant at a 
nearby gas station, said he heard 
a noise and "didn’t think very 
much of it because they fly over 
hare ail the time." 
Was Watching Television 
A tenant of the apartment, Ed 
Berman, 42, said he was watch­ 
ing television when he "heard a 
funny rumble and walked to the 
door and heard the first loud ex­ 
plosion. A few seconds later there 
were two more explosions. Peo 
pie were screaming and grabbing 
their kids." 
The plane took off from Chi 
cago and was on the last leg of 
a flight from Boston. 
Capt, Carl C. Rader Jr., 38, 
Burlingame, Calif., a 12-year vet 
eran with the air line, was pilot 
tag the ill-fated Constellation on 
an instrument landtag. 
A spokesman said earlier the 
plane had "lost radar control 
when approaching the airport. 
Seven structures, including one 
commercial building, were known 
to have been destroyed. The 
blazes were contained by mid­ 
night. the fire department re­ 
ported.
